TRADE & SHIPPING.

The glowing picture which Mr. 
Walter Runciman was able to 
paint in the House of Commons 
on Thursday. regarding the trade 
outlook in the Old Country 
stands . out _ in marked — con- 
trast, to the dull and: depressing 
situation which existed even a 
year ago. There is, indecd,-every 
reason for thinking that, ag Mr. 
Mellon, the new American Am- 
bassndor expressed It, Britain has 
now. turned hor mbst  difficnlt, 
corner and has the situation well 
in hand. The figures given, both 
in regard to trade recovery and 
employment, carry their own tale; 
they ‘show that the Old~ Country 
ig overcoming the obstacles which 
have for so long impeded the ex- 
pansion of industry and commerce, 
and’ which nre still being marked- 
ly felt in many other countrics. 

One of the industries, however, 
which does not show -any ma- 
terial sign of improvement at the 
moment is shipbuilding, a clrcum- 
stance which Mr. Runciman ad- 
mits is causing conside~able an- 
xiety. There is a feeling, which 
no doubt is soundly based, that 
matters in this respect will ‘not 
improve until there is a general 
revival in world: trade. It is in- 
teresting to note a recent develop- 
ment under this heading.

A. Real Map. . , 

It has only Intely occured to the 
powers that be on land that what 
is good for the ocean is good for 
terra firma. So they have treated 
the traMic of London (and other 
cities) as though it were a collec- 
tion of currents. Curved arrows 
meet you at every turn, and it real- 
ly looks as though traffic controllers 
were trying to proye Einstein’s 
theory, that there is no such thing 
as a straight line, and no such 
thing as a direct route from one 
spot to another. There was a time 
when if you wished to get from 
Trafalgar Square to Flect Strect, 
you drove straight down the 
Strand; but now you must pause 
and wonder whether you must wag- 
gle your way round by Chandos 
Street und Seven Dials or Scot- 
Jond Yard and the Embankment. 
A strect- map is quite useless as a 
guide. Whenever I sce a diverting 
arrow painted on the concrete 1 
bethink me of those helpful arrows 
in the atlas and wish some stout 
cartographer would publish a real 
mup showing, not the direction of 
London's streets, but the flow of 
its traffic currents. 

Where East Goes West.

As an example, assuming that 
the motorist takes delivery of a 
new car on the 31st of the month 
which’ happens to be a Saturday, 
he obviously cannot surrender the 
dive when he Heenses the new car, 
in that he would be deprived of 
n whole Saturday nfternoon, 28 
he must not use his new car until 
the Sunday, 

His only alternative, therefore, 

Is to post it back on the Saturday, 
and as a very Jarge number of 
pillar-boxes throughout the ‘coun- 
try clear at 7.30 p.m. on Saturday 
night, and are not opened again 
until the Inst post Sunday even- 
ing, it meana tHat for a whole 
Saturday evening he is unnble to 
use a car although he will have 
paid for the use of two. 

This, obviously, in many in- 
stances is a great hardship, 38 
to all intents and purposes the 
car cannot awfully be used from 
tea-time onwards. It is insuff- 
cient that he has been to the local 
authorities (who are invariably a 
helpful body of men), in that to 
file ‘his application for a refund 
on the old car they require an en- 
velope bearing the postmark, and 
na single day. is sufficient to in- 
validate the claim; in other words, 
the motorist loses a whole month’s 
licence for the use of his car for 
a few hours for which he has nac- 
tually paid. : 

Put it Right. 

This is an anomaly which could 
be put right by giving the officers 
of the local authority a day’s dis- 
cretion. Since the motorist has 
to forfeit for the privilege of sur- 
rendering his licence a positively 
extortionate charge in the case of 
a small car, it would not be a very 
serious thing if occasionally a car 
owner with an elastic conscience 
were. to use his car for a few 
hours after midnight to return, 
nay, from an afternoon’s trip. Ho 
would not be depriving the Re- 
ventte of anything like the propor- 
tion that the Revenue deprived 
him in the charge of 10s, for sur- 
rendering the old licence in fa- 
vour of the new.

Geneva, Mar. 17. 
The. text of Licut.-Colonel Ste- 
wart’s proposals fer effecting a 
satixfnetory way out of the Chin- 
ere imbroglio was communiented, 


to League circles at Geneva. this.

Although Colonel Stewart's pro- 
posals were not mentioned at the 
League Assembly's Committee 
mecting Stself, numerous © refer- 
ences were made te them in the 
lobbies, 


The {den of setting up at the 
Chinese capital an International 
Council of Advisers appointed by 
the League of Nations to control 
the work of the Chinese civil ad- 
ministrations scems to be regarded 
in general os worthy of further 
examination at Genevn. 


This view is based on the re- 
cognition of the extreme difficulty 
still confronting the Chinese Gov- 
ernment in endeavouring to trans- 
form within a short period, and jn 
eo large a country, conditions ap- 
proaching Jawlessneas {nto 1 state 
of order and efficient administra- 
tion. 


The carnest desire of the Chin- 
ese Government to achieve this 
end fs not at all questioned; the 
doubts centre solely around the 
ability of the present administra- 
tion to ruceeed tn the execention 
of its plans. 


With a body of international ex- 
perts at the Chinese capital act- 
ing as advisers on internal ad- 
ministration, but in no way inter- 
fering in Chinese foreign affairs, 
the country might, it is felt, rendi- 
ly respond to law and order. 


What China Thinks. 


The above observations — repre- 
sent the majority opinion here on 
the subject. But moat of the Gov- 
ernment delegates tuke the view 
that it is expedient just now to 
await the issue of the 
action in conjunction with the 
Great Powers as recently resolved 
hy the League Assembly. The 
opinions expressed to me person- 
ally must therefore be regarded 
us purely unofficial. Nevertheless 
they probably reflect to some ex- 
tent the authorities’ views of the 
various Governments’ delegations. 


In Chinese circles here the 
execution of the plan suggested is 
considered quite unnecessary. The 
Chinese view is that once the 
Japanese forces are withdrawn 
from Chinese territory the Chin- 
ese central authorities will soon be 
in a position to carry out the re- 
forms necessary for re-vatublish- 
ing order in all the provinces. 


The Japanese here will not com- 
mit themselves beyond observing 
that the object of their Interven- 
tion wae similar to Colonel Ste- 
wart’s purpose, namely, to assure 
order and security in China. 


The idea of creating a police 
force paid by the League of Na- 
tions, of international officers ap- 
pointed by the League of Nations, 
such as Colonel Stewart suggests, 
does not meet with such general 
favour as the setting up an Inter- 
national Council of Advisers. The 
necessity of establishing a really 
efficient police force in China is 
acknowledged on all hands.

Lord Justice Scrutton, giving 
judgment, referred to a case in 
which a company which had been 
ordered to give security Lor costs 
eventually recovered £260,000. He 
added: “if that case had been shut 
out by an order for excessive 
security for costs it would have 
been a scandal on the administra- 
tion of justice in England.” 

This matter came before the 
Court on an appeal from a Judge 
who, in the exercise of his _dis- 
erection, refused the Order. There 
was no rengon, 84 his Loriehip, 
for interfering with the decision 
of the Judge. .

“MESPOT’ TEMPLE 
DISCOVERIES. 


Discoveries which shed import- 
ant Hght on two ofthe least 
known chapters of human history 
have been made at Ur of tho 
Chaldes by the joint expedition of 
the British Museum and the 
Museum of tho University of 
Pennsylvania under Mr. Leonard 
Woolley. : 

“The results are of the grentest 
value,” an officer of the British 
Museum explained to a represen- 
tative of the Morning Post “and 
provide interesting links in_ the 
early history of Ur and the deve- 
lopment of the great temple which 
was the city’s equivalent to the 
Tower of Babel.” ° 2. 

Beneath this temple, the Zig- 
gurat, which was built about 
2300 B.C., Mr. Wooley has ‘un- 
covered terrace walls underlying 
all those that have been previous- 
ly found. They are the terraces 
of enrlier ple-towers which oc- 
cupied the me nite as far back 
ae the fourth millennium BC. 


Places of Sacrifice. 


Their ‘discovery from. so eprly 
an age, It was explained, gives 
strong support to the belief that 
such towers originated in the de- 
sire of n hiff people. to reproduce 
their traditional “high places” as 
centres of worship and sacrifice 
when they moved into a low-lying 
country. The present finds in- 
dicate that such worship was prac- 
tised at Ur for nearly two thou- 
sund yenra before the most recent 
of the temples was built. 

Mr, Woolley further reports a 
rich harvest from the graves of 
the little known second dynasty. 
“In wickerwork coffins,” Mr. Wool- 
Ivy states, “we have found copper 
weapons and vessela which recall 
those of the pre-dynastic kings, 
the gold ornaments, 
agate heads and vase forms anti- 
cipate the age of the great King 
Sargon of Alkad, probably one of 
the most powerful ‘of the Mesopo- 
tamian rulers.”

Federation of the League of 
Nations Socicties have definitely 
pletand their support to the League, 

n spite of the doubts that have as- 
sailed the minds of somo of tholr 
members. 


Support for Lengue, 


I think that moro than at any 
other time of its existence, tho 
League needs the unstinted support 
of the peoples of all nations, and 
by virtue of its past achlovements, 
has every right to it. Of . these 
achievements it can show a proud 
record. In 1921 it saved Europe 
from n most ‘serlous epidemic of 
typhus which becume prevalent. in 
several countries. In 1922 it saved 
Austria from financial ruin, and 
two years later it rendered a similar 
service to Hungary. It was in- 
strumental in reacuing, and after- 
wards establishing, about a million 
Greek refugees who were displaced 
from Asin Minor and Eastern 
Thrace after the Turkish victorics 
over Greece in 1922. Above all, It 
succeeded in averting at least two 
wars In. Europe, and in settling 
many International disputes. Ite 
rocial activities have been no less 
important, such as the work {t has 
done In connexion with child wel- 
fare, traffic in women, slavery, the 
contro) of harmful drugs, and the 
improvement of public health, In 
all these muttera the toca] Society 
‘can be of Immense help. What the 
League requires fs public opinion 
behind It. and thia can best be or- 
xanised by the Lengue Socictics. 
The Hongkong Society can con- 
tribute its share, It could, how- 
ever, be more useful if it had a 
larger membership: We have now 
about 110 memby ss; we require ten 
times that number. In fact, we 
want all those who are lovera of 
Pence to join up. Here, in Hong- 
kong, where the population is 
cusmopolitan, we are jn a specially 
favourable position to further one 


Lengue by promoting concord and 
goodwill among the various sections 
of the community. Iam pleased to 
announce that during the last 24 
hours I have secured 19 new mem- 
bers, ; 

Two Outstanding Tasks. 


The League fs at this moment 
faced with two. tremendous tasks. 
One is the Far Eastern question, 
and the other is the Conference for 
the Reduction and Limitation of 
Armaments. If the League ulti- 
mately falls in either of theso two 
tuaka, I shudder to contemplate the 
consequences. It is therefore our 
bounden duty to support the 
League: it is a duty to the rising 
generation, as to those who died or 
suffered in the Great War in order 
to make this world a better place to 
live in. I shall presently submit 
for your approval 8 resolution 
which, if passed, will be trans- 
mitted by telegraph to Geneva, Tho 
resolution is designed to give ea- 
pression to our whole-hearted sup- 
port to the objects and general 
policy of the League, and to its 
efforts to restore peace to the Far 
East. I feel sure that the resolu- 
tion will receive your unanimous 
endorsement, - 


Hon. Mr. Shenton as President. 


I wish here to say that while 
\ shall be very pleased to serve in 
some other capacity, I do not stand 
for re-election as President. . When 
I was firat approached by Major 
W.G, H. Miles and the Rey. J. G. 
Knight Anstey to become the first 
President of the Society, I hesitated

to accept tho honour, for the reason 
that the demands . made upon my 
time by publis and soclal duties 
wero already ao heavy that I felt 
T could not give to the offke the at- 
tention which its importanco claim- 
ed. It was only on the undorstand- 
ing that I would not bo expected to 
act for more than onc term, and 
that I was not required to preside 
at the meotings of the Executive 
Committee that I_ eventually con- 
sented to serve. I-do honestly be- 
Novo that somcone who can devote‘ 
more timo to the office than I can is. 
required. Fortunately wo have in 
the Hon. Mr. W. E. L. Shenton the ; 
{deal man for the position, for his 
inexhaustible energy {5 only 
equalled by his unbounded faith in 
the League. He is o Vice-Pre- 
aident of the Society a8 well as 
Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, and has always shown 
keen and practical interest in all 
activities of the Society. When 
the time comes for the election, I 
shall have great pleasure in sub- 
mitting his name for the office. 


Wholc-hearted Support. 


I should like to take this op- 
portunity to express My sincere 
thanks to all my colleagues on the 
Society's Counci) and on the Exccu- 
tlve Committee for their rendy and 
close co-operation, eapecially to the 
Rev., J. C. Knight Anstey who for 
about ten months-acted as Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee 
with zenl and ability; to the Hon. 
Mr, Shenton who succeeded him In 
that important office; to Mr. 
Thomas Tam for the time he has 
siven to the Society by acting as Its 
Honorary Treasurer; and to Miss 
Griffin and the Rev. N. V. Halward 
for the valuable services they have 
rendered, succesnively, as Hon.
